LACK OF DOMESTIC TECHNOLOGY USED IN ORINOCO DENOUNCED 
Caracas EL UNIVERSAL in Spanish 31 Oct 80 Sec | p 25 


{Text} The major projects to develop the Orinoco Oil Belt, whici, are known as 
the DSMA [Development of Southern Monagas and Anzoategui) Program, violate the 
guidelines set down in the Sixth Plan of the Nation regarding the participation 
of domestic technology in the implementation of these far-reaching tasks. 


The executive director of the Petroleum Chamber, Dr Carlos Alcantara, complained 
that in opening the competitive bidding for these ambitious projects, which 
represent investments of over 90 billion bolivars over the next 5 years, the 
government did not take Venezuelan companies into account and did not even 
notify them about this enormous oil development program. 


"The DSMA project currently represents the largest investment in the world, 
inasmuch as in 5 years it will top 90 billion bolivars and exc: ed 150 billion 
over its duration. Nevertheless, even though Venezuela has 105 totally domestic 
companies with wideranging experience in all sorts of activities related to the 
oil industry, they are being completely excluded from the high technology 
projects and thus Venezuelans are being left with ‘carpentry’ work." 


Alcantara stressed that Venezuelan businessmen are asking for equal treatment, 
not privileges in competitive bidding on basic national undertakings. 


He asserted that in the case of petroleum there is no chance even to operate as 
a joint enterprise because the contracts are being awarded entirely to foreign 
firms. 


He indicated that it was Venezuelan builders and businessmen who undertook such 
ambitious projects as the bridges over Lake Maracaibo and the Orinoco River, 
and thus such discrimination is completely unjustified, in addition to being 
unfair. 


The executive director of the Petroleum Chamber underscored that furthermore, 
the Fnergy aud Mines Ministry has pointed out that such large investments over 
such a short time could generate major distortions, such as those that occurred 
during the previous period, and many specialists have asserted that the Orinoco 
Belt development project has to be slowed down so that the nation's production 
apparatus can function smoothly. 











He indicated chat if we take a look at the technological guidelines set down 

in the Sixth Plan and note the actions that affiliates of Venezuelan Petroleum, 
Inc. have taken, we ‘ould come to the conclusion that the petroleum industry is 
going to be excluced from national planning and wiil function as a sector that is 
outeide economic development over the next 5 years.

OIL INDUSTRY COSTS RISE--The repeated increases in oil prices are concealing the 
true rise in the operating costs of the nationalized oil industry, PETROVEN 
directors suggested yesterday at a meeting with legislative subcommittees. The 
doubts in this regard emerged when PETROVEN directors were pressed to disclose 
the real costs-profits ratio in the oil industry. "Since 1976, the year when 
the industry was nationalized, costs have remained relatively stable as a 
percentage of total profits," said Dr Paul Reinpell, a PETROVEN director. He 
added, however, that the stability was a result of oil price rises, not of the 
industry's own actions. According to the figures disclosed at the meeting, in 
1976 costs stood at 28 percent of profits; by 1979, the percentage was 21, and 
this year it stands at 18.7 percent. PETROVEN directors noted that a super- 
ficial look at these figures could suggest that costs have fallen, when the 
situation is, in fact, otherwise. "It so happens," Reinpell cdded, "that the 
rise in oil prices, which is an exogenous factor, influences the determination 
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of the coste-profit ratio, but the ratio must also be examined in light of other 
factors, such as man-hours, activicies and inflation." As an example, he noted 
that in 1976, the year of the nationalization, the industry had 24,000 emloyees, 
drilled 285 wells and invested 1.3 billion bolivars, whereas this year, 1980, 
the industcy has @ payroll of 36,000 and invested 8.5 billion bolivars, It is 
obvious that if oil and gas prices had not risen, the ratio of the nationalized 
oil industry's operating costs to its total profits would be much higher. The 
PETROVEN directors explained that all of these efforte, as reflected in the 
industry's real costs, have enabled it to remain in the situation in which it 
found itself at the time of the nationalization. "The enterprise costs more 
because efforts have quintupled," they said. "But all of these efforts heve 
enabled ue to remain where we were at the time the industry was nationalized."

HEAVY OLL TO FRANCE--France's state-run oil enterprise, Elf Aquitaine, and 
PETROVEN, represented by Messrs Julio Cesar Arreaza A., the vice president in 
charge of the presidency of PETROVEN, and Albin Chalandon, president of Elf 
Aquiteine, have signed a preliminary agreement with a view towards a future 
contract .or the sale of 10 degrees API Boscan heavy crude oil, which will be 
used at facilities to be built at a refinery on the French coast. The pact, 
which is part of an energy cooperation agreement between France and Venezuela, 
specifies the mair conditions governing the future contract and assigns 
responsibility for the various studies that will have tu be conducted beforehand 
‘o determine the feasibility of the project.

prevailing market conditions, Thie preliminary agreement is Venesuela's firet 
step Cowarde marketing heavy crudee for nontraditional uses, euch ae the 
production of naphthae and distillates, which are the items with the beet 
prospects on the world market. This new marketing option has become possible 
through the development of heavy crude enhancement technologies, which in the 
case of the preliminary pact with Elf Aquitaine, yield synthetic crudes having 
characterietice that compare favorably with those of expensive light crudes from

STUDY SURVEYS COOPERATION BETWEEN VENEZUELA, CARIBBEAN 
Caracas EL UNIVERSAL in Spanish 4 Nov 80 Sec 1 p 13

{Text | Venezuela has maintained a policy of continuing solidarity in its economic 
relations with the Caribbean and Central America, which are a tributary region 

for the aid agreements signed and implemented by Venezuela between 1975 and 1979 
(for a little over 1.1 billion dollars), according to a research study made by the 
General Energy Sector Office of the Ministry of Energy and Mines. 


"Venezuelan relations with the Caribbean area," it says, “are not new, because in 
addition to geographic proximity between our country and this Latin American area, 
there are Linke which have traditionally served as a bond, to which is now added 
the fact that Venezuela has been and continues to be its traditional supplier of 
hydrocarbons. The nature of these relations hee varied with the passage of time. 
At the beginning, links of an historical, geographic and cultural nature pre- 
dominated above all between Venezuela and the Caribbean nations, and later, at 

the end of the 1960s, Venezvela found in the Caribbean area a potential market for 
ite exports, such that it began to intensify ite trade relations with that region. 


"To all of this," the report goes on to say, “the phenomenon of the development 
of a Third-World awareness has been added, thus encouraging a change in the 
Venezuelan foreign energy policy and therefore in the foreign policy as a whole, 
where Venezuelan relations with the Caribbean are concerned. This change has been 
reflected in the conversion from a policy focused to a great extent on trade 
relations to 4 more complete policy, consistent with the iact that the Caribbean 
neighbors are double allies of the Venezuelan nation, on the one hand as develop- 
ing nations, and on the other as Latin American countries. 


"Now then,” the study continues, “there were again events in connection with the 
energy problem which led to a change of this nature in policy, since the adjust- 
ment in of] prices gave clear and definite impe-us to the North-South clash, and 
subsequent ly South-South cooperation was among che mechanisms suggested with a 
view to progress toward the New International '.conomic Order (NOEI). Venezuela 
said then that such cooperation should begin with one's neighbors, and it opted 
for a policy of cooperation with the Caribbean nations. " 


Basic suppoit of this policy has been energy, financial and technical cooperation 
formulated in 1973-1974, when the Venezuelan Government promised to guarantee 
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the Carlbbean and Central American nations both a supply of of] and financial 
ald. 


in thie way ald mechanieme which began operation in 1975 were established. 

From thet time uncti) 1979, Venezuela committed $5.7 billion U.S. About a filth 

of thle aid was allocated, by means of bilateral agreements, basically, to the 
Caribbean and Central American regions, and the balance was allocated to mechan- 
teme of a multilateral nature such as the special fund of the OPEC and the special 
fund of the International Monetary Fund (IMF), the Inter-American Deve lopment 

Bank (IDB), and the World Bank. 


Later, in about 1979, Venezuela found it necessary to evaluate the program 
carried out up until that time, since the situation had changed due to the 
political developments in the countries receiving aid, increasing their require- 
mente. And on the other hand, in view of the price increases effected by OPEC 

by 1979, the formulation of a policy with regard to the Caribbean area was carried 
out on a priority basis. 


Thus the Venezuelan Ministry of Foreign Affairs set forth the basic guidelines for 
foreign policy in the Caribbean this year, as well as the strategies and specific 
actions to be pursued in this connection. 


From the above it becomes obvious that Venezuela's foreign policy with regard to 
the Caribbean is based on the following: 


Application of the principle of international social justice and as a result, 
definition of priorities as a function of the level of development and progress in 
the Caribbean nations; 


Respect for ideological pluralism; 


Contribution *o the strengthening of the identity and personality of the new 
Caribbean nations; 


Avoidance of the conversion of the Caribbean into a zone of ideological-political 
and economic confrontation; and 


Deve lopment of a policy of cooperation with this area, of an eminently qualitative 
nature, making it possible thereby to strengthen Venezuela's bonds with this 
subregion. Also, cooperation agreements should be the product of negotiations 
held ! free ana sovereign fashion by Venezuela and the Caribbean nation involved. 


The . ies proposed for implementing the above guidelines can be summarized 
as fo. 3: 


Development of both multilateral and bilateral cooperation programs; and 


Clear tdentification of the Venezuelan effort, since compromise on this point 
would work against the country's policy of foreign projection. 
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Where specific actions for the pursuit of this policy are concerned, the 
following aspects are mentioned: 


Appointment of permanent diplomatic missions in all the independent Caribbean 
nations; 


Creation of an interministerial commission for cooperation with the Caribbean, 
with a view to coordinating and evaluating the implementation of the promises 
made, and also the establishment of a foundation for solidarity with the Caribbean 
for the coordination of public and private sectors; 


Improved communications of all sorts (air, sea and mass media); 


Merger and expansion of the various Venezuelan cultural centers in the Caribbean, 
ae well as their programming; and 


In view of the importance of the energy policy in Venezuela's foreign policy, 
development of specific programs in this field, which would contribute to the 
development of the Caribbean nations. 


The guidelines, strategies and specific actions pertaining to energy cooperation 
with the Caribbean also come within the framework of the national energy policy, 
specifically the provisions on international cooperation. 


"To promote and maintain energy cooperation through regional and extraregional 
bodies.” 


To carry out this strategy, various actions are proposed, including the following: 


OPEC: “To strengthen the role oi the organization as a leader of the Third World 
in an effort to promote the new international economic order, to which end the 
following actions should be developed: 


"a. Contribution through the OPEC fund to the exploration and exploitation of the 
various energy resources native to the countries in the process of development, 
particularly those with relatively limited international financing; and 


"b. Intensification of cooperation among the countries in the process of develop- 
ment within the institutional framework of the UN Development Program." 


OLADE [Latin American Energy Organization]: "To serve as a link between the OLADE 
and the OPEC to promote the viewpoints of the Latin American nations concerning 
the aspects pertaining to the world energy system and their evaluation of it. 


"To reactivate energy agreements signed with the countries in the Latin American 
region. 


"To promote within the OPEC fund the allocation of a part of its resources to 
financing the development of alternative energy sources in Latin America. 











"To establiah additional mechanisms for financial cooperation together with the 
other Latin Amertean countries which are exporters and have more developed 
economies, with a view to financing the preliminary stages of oil exp »ration 
(geological and geophysical prospecting, the hydroenergy inventory . the develop- 
ment of alternative energy sources). 


"To cooperate financially in those energy projects where the Venezuelan presence 
serves Co make the obtaining of international institutional credit easier or more 
flexible. 


"To establish technical cooperation mechanisms, as well as the designing of tools 
of energy pianning, as well as the training of scientific personnel. 


"To sponsor the participation of suitable Venezuelan service enterprises in 
energy activities, under conditions guaranteeing the efficient management and 
exercise of their operations.” 


As can be seen from what has been stated above, energy cooperation is incorporate” 
{tn the basic guidelines for cooperation with the Caribbean, such that the develop- 
ment of programs along this line constitutes a priority. 


Now then, since the energy cooperation programs launched in 1975 came to an end 

in 1979, and in order to put into practice the guidelines described, the 
Venezvelan minister of mines and energy announced, when the OLADE Work Group on 
nergy Cooperation and Coordination was installed in Caracas (May 1980) that the 
Venezuelan jovernment proposes to renew and expand the programs for financial and 
technical energy cooperation. These programs will be directed toward the countries 
in the Caribbean, as well as those in Central America, and they will come to a 
total of $500 million U.S. for 1980. 


The OLADE Work Group on Energy Cooperation and Coordination in itself represents 
an effort by the members of that organization to study an alternative proposed by 
Venezuela at the lLOth meeting of OLADE ministers, with a view to establishing a 
mechantem making it possible to finance and coordinate the development of energy 
sources om tae continent, as well as to achieve greater energy efficiency in the 
countries in this area. 


fhe proposal for a cooperative program for energy coordination formulated by 
Venezuela within the work group seeks to fill the gaps the existing programs leave, 
above all in the first stage of research and evaluation of new energy resources, 
which is where the greatest risk lies. Also, it represents an attempt to improve 
the coordination among the various agencies and governments participating in the 
continental energy projects.

INTERVIEW WITH SAO PAULO PMDB PRESIDENT MARIO COVAS 
Sao Paulo VEJA in Portuguese 12 Nov 80 pp 3, 4, 6 


{Intervie ‘ith Mario Covas Junior, president of the Sao Paulo PMDB [Brazilian Demo- 
cratic Mobilization Party], athis office in Sao Paulo by Ricardo Noblat: "The Oppo- 
sition Must Negotiate’; date not given] 


[Text] Engineer Mario Covas Junior returned to politics in 1979 
with the appetite of one who had been embittered by a 10-year 

fast. He returned without holding the office of federal deputy, 
which was cassated by AI-5 [Institutional Act No 5] and with the 
inevitable marks of time--at age 50, Covas, father of two, is a 
grandfather. But, drawn into the center of the political whirlwind 
of the erstwhile Sao Paulo MDB [Brazilian Democratic Movement], 

an unruly conglomeration of viewpoints and factions, he showed 

that ostracism had not deprived him of two virtues that contributed 
decisively to his rise to leadership of the opposition in the 
Federal Chamber, a position he occupied with undeniable talent and 
acknowledged tactical skill at the time he was overtaken by the 
decapitation in January 1969: an eloquent speaker, Covas can 

also exhibit competence in private conversation, 


Such negotiating ability conducted him to the presidency of the 
MDB, later to chairmanship of the PMDB provisional executive com- 
mittee and now to the chairmanship of the committee that will 
direct the party until late 1981, Under his direction, the 

PMDB elected over 400 municipal directorates, extending through- 
out the state of Sao Paulo the party network that will have to 
bring about election of the party's candidate for governor of 
the state in 1982--quite probably Senator Franco Montoro. 


Covas is not revealing what office he intends to seek in the 
next election. But it is certain he will not be on the PMDB 
stump merely to sing the praises of his fellow party members: 

he realizes that, although the fact of being out of office helped 
him rise to leadership of a party troubled by jealous factions, 
only regaining at least a seat in Congress can sustain him at 

the party level he occupies today. 
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Increasingly absorbed in political activity, Covas has almost 
uo time to devote to the engineering firm he established with 
over 60 {riends in the profession. There, from behind a desk 
where portfolios of projects and engineering plans were mingled 
with party documents, Covas spoke to VEJA last week: 


PMDB Does Not Condone Dual Membership 


VEJA: As the defunct MDB, the PMDB has characteristics of an opposition front and 
not of @ party. How long will it be this way? 


Covas: The erstwhile MDB was a tront because the two-party straitjacket required 
it to be. To the extent that its successor is consolidated it will lose the char- 
acterietics inherited from the time when it represented a federation of oppositions. 
In its declaration of principles, moreover, the PMDB asserts itself as a party, 

no longer as a front. But it is clear that in a country such as ours, with little 
party tradition and with such large regional differences, the PMDB--as the other 
associations of national scope--cannot have such a uniform conformity. What is 
considered the Lett in Amazonas is different from the so-called Sao Paulo left, 
and the right in Rio Grande do Sul is different from what is called the right in 
Rio Grande do Norte. The PMDB acknowledges that it has, and should have, different 
viewpointe within its ranks, But it also asserts that they must evolve toward a 
common will, the result of democratic internal discussion, 


VEJA: The PMDB has been accused of harboring parties considered illegal, such as 
the Brazillian Communist Party and the MR-8 (8 October Revolutionary Movement). Is 
ic hard co get along together under so ecumenical an umbrella? 


Covas: ln joining a party, a citizen declares himself in agreement with its pro- 
gram and commits himself to respect its statutes, Above all, the PMJB, just like 
che other perties, does not require an ideological certification from its members, 
although it cannot accept in its ranks members of other parties. This problem of 
dual membership does not have, within che PMDB, the dimensions that some want to 
give it. Party actions result from a common will born of internal debate. 


VEJA: An MR-8 document approved at the organization's last congress recommends 
that its members join the PMDB and try to control it from within. Isn't this 
proof chat there is dual membership in the PMDB? 


Covas I must refute that with a straightforward argument: the party's leadership 
--at the national, state and municipal level--is known. How can it be supposed 

chat the influence of elements from other parties can be so great as to prevent the 
PMDB from fulfilling its destiny a» a democratic party? The objectives of the PMDB 
are clear, the social alliances it desires are defined in its charter of principles, 
its position regarding the various grievances of society is known. The PMDB is not 
an entity that harbors a number of other entities, 


VEJA: But it harbors members of other entities and none of them appears to be 
threatened with expulsion... 


Covas. There ts no evidence that the erstwhile MDB or the current PMDB has made 
any decision or has acted politically without this having been exclusively the 
fruit of its own discussions, 





Liberalization Is Being Carried Out Competently 


VEJA; Can a politictan of Christian upbringing such as you get along with Marxists 
without problems? 


Covas; 1 am @ democrat and I see no reason to find difficulty in getting along 
with Marxists, A democrat realizes that society thrives on disagreements and con- 
tends that all political gtoups should be free to take positions on all issues, In 
a democraiic regime oily the people are the legitimate judge of such disagreements; 
only they can choose anong the various alternatives placed in the political situa- 
tion, The °MDB platfora recommends an eminently democratic solution for Brazil. 

lL wish to stress that tie party seeks not only democratization of power but democ- 
ratization of all society at all levels--political, economic and social, Anyone 
who thinks the sane way and fights for this objective will have a place in the 
PMDB and will get along well with us. 


VEJA: Dept, Fernando Lyra proposes that the PMDB seek dialog with the armed forces, 
Isn't it time for the opposition to quit courting the military and to contribute 
toward their staying out of politics? 


Covas: I believe that a professional spirit predominates today in the armed forces, 
But the PMDB acknowledges that all sectors of Brazilian life must take part in the 
po! ticai process; none of them should be excluded. Clearly, to talk with military 
personnel does not signify any sort of conspiracy--and this is not what Deputy 
Fernando Lyra suggested, It does mean, rather, that the military represent an in- 
fluential segment of society that must be heard in order to achieve the strategic 
objective of the PMDB: consolidation of the preconditions for finally having a 
National Constituent Assembly. 


VEJA: Do you acknowledge that the presence of military personnel in the political 
debate, besides violating the disciplinary regulations of the Army, opens the way 

for them also to express themselves officially in opposition to the liberalization 
process? 


Covas: What is at issue in the proposal of dialog with the military is that tney 
cannot be left out of the legal reorganization of the nation, It would show a lack 
of political realism to ignore them, Without listening to them, without taking 
what they think into account, we could be going up a blind alley, with the threat 
of retrogression at its end, 


VEJA: Are you afraid that there will be a retrogression? 


Covas: General Golbery do Couto e Silva, in his speech at the War College, tried 
to show that the current political project does not present any danger to the most 
radical sectors of the regime, To take General Golbery at his word--and there is 
no reason not to do so--it is clear that this project seeks to construct a regime 
of a certain elitist type, restricted to some groups of society with which, in the 
effort to reestablish some alliances, the promoters of liberalization would be 
willing to share some portions of power, The project is being carried out under 
the strict control of the government, which decides upon its extent and its depth. 
For this reason, I do not as yet see any danger of retrogression, 











VEJA: Do you believe that the liberalization process is being carried out com- 
petently? 


Covas: There is no doubt about it. But neither is there any doubt that this proj- 
ect does not seek construction of the democracy we desire. The government's compe- 
tence must be matched by the competence of the opposition, which captures in the 
midst of the people a degree of political aspiration far beyond what the liberal- 
ization project offers them, 


VEJA: Has the opposition shown competence? 


Covas: Il believe that whether or not there is true democracy in this country wiil 
depend very much on the competence of the opposition, 


VEJA: You didn't answer the question... 


Covas: At this moment, the opposition would be domonstrating competence if certain 
basic and common postulates Leading to a democracy were put above its small and 
temporary differences, The clarity with which the government's project is stated 
demonstrates the confidence its authors have in its complete success. The opposi- 
tion must understand the limits of the project, recognize what degree of Liberal- 
ization it carries for those interested in democracy and try to broaden it. 


VEJA: For this, would it be useful for the opposition and the government to sit 
down at the table? 


Covas: The first test of the competence of the opposition would be a meeting 
among themselves to discuss their differences and establish common objectives and 
eys of operating. 


Opposition Does Not Want Economic Chaos 
VEJA: Do you think merger of the opposition parties is still feasible? 


Covas: We repeatedly charged, before the MDB was abolished, that the purpose of 
party reform was to privatize the situation and socialize the opposition. After 
General Golbery's discussion at the ESG [War College], anyone who still had doubts 
about that ceased to have them, The general admitted what we were alleging more 
than 1 year ago, At that time we contended that the effective democratic require- 
ment was not the multiparty system but, rather, freedom of party organization. 
Today, more important than thinking about party merger is our trying to estab‘ish 
a concept common to the opposition groups--be they organized in parties or be they 
chose that meet or express themselves through entities such as the OAB [Brazilian 
Bar Association], the labor unions and the movements allied with the Church, 


VEJA: What proposals would such an opposition concept contain? 


Covas: There are at least 15 points that would be agreed to by the various oppo- 
sition groups. Some of them: elimination of all repressive legislation, elections 
at all ievels, recognition of the right to strike, strengthening of union activity, 
agrarian reform. 








VEJA. Once thie pact of joint operation ts signed by the opposition groups, could 
they then sit down at the negotiating table with the government, similarly to what 
occurred in Spain after Franco's death? 


Coves: ihe Spanieh situation te different from ours, In the Brazilian case, the 
Managers of politica! liberalisation do not acknowledge that the opposition groups 
have any prospect of coming to power, The formal content of a democracy requires 
this prospect. The opposition groupe do not want, do not desire, do not bet on 
economic chaos, As they were prevented from influencing the nation's economic, 
social and political process during such a long time, they cannot be held responsi- 
ble for the situation of calamity we are now in, 


VEJA: But ie it correct to say they remain in the position of spectators? 


Covas: They are spectators to the extent that the only alternatives they are of- 
fered consist of rhetoric and certain actions for social gains, such as strikes, 
and even these were understood by the regime as an attack upon it. Strictly speak- 
ing, the basic rule that must be established is the manner in which power is to be 
contended for, Once thie rule is established, the opposition will have some reason 
to negotiate with the government and offer alternatives. 


A Long Road to the Constituent Assembly 
VEJA: If tnvited, would you participate in discussions with the government? 


Coves: Lf the objective were the consolidation of democracy, according to a well- 
defined agenda, 1 would hold discussions with it, and openly. But I contend that 
the entire nation should be invited to such a discussion, What is the National Con- 
stituent Assembly if not 4 means of letting the nation as a whole negotiate its po- 
litical, eoctal and economic program? This is what the PMDB is working toward. 


VEJA: Would not the calling of a constituent assembly have to come about through 
a prior understanding between the democratic opposition and the sectors of the 
regime that support liberalization: 


Covas: The democratic opposition has an important role to play under any circum- 
etances, After all, the democratic opposition represents the majority segments of 
soctety--recent electoral events prove this--and expresses the will, the aspira- 
tione and the anxieties of the sectors that until now were kept out of the nation's 
political procese. Thus, although it cannot be ignored, neither can it ignore the 
regime and its political program now underway. Negotiations must be started. But 
one must recall thet, from the regime's point of view, power is not to be put in 
question and, if it depends upon it, it will not be put in question very soon. It 
ie up to soctety and to the opposition political parties to act in such a way that 
power can be contended for as soon as possible. There is a long road of democratic 
gaine to be traveled before we arrive at calling @ constituent assembly. 


VEJA: With (President) Joao [Figueiredo] or without hin? 


Covas: That is not important. The essential thing is that the indispensable pre- 
requisites be met for calling an authentic constituent assembly, which must be 
legitimate, representative and sovereign. When these conditions are respected, the 
time will have come for @ constituent assembly to be held, 











VEJA: The government appears to be getting ready to introduce two noveltic in 
electoral legislation: the vote linking the city councilman to the governe and 
voting by district, Ie this bad for thr opposition? 


Covas These ere two more traps put sirectly in the path of the opposition, They 
demonstrate once again that holding elections, in themselves alone, does sot -har- 
acterize an open political process, To the extent that the electoral event is sur- 
rounded by talee applications of the law that distort ite results, the whole process 
becomes fraudulent and the pecpyle are disenfranchised, The "April package," for 
example, source and origin of all the strategy established by the regime in its re- 
cycling process, altered che composition of the Chamber of Deputies. This is be- 
cause it diminished, relatively, the number of representatives of the most populous 
and industrialized states in relation to the less-developed states. For what pur- 
pose? Only that of distorting the public will, Clearly, the linked vote and dis- 
trict voting, which under normal circumstances are perfectly worthy of considera- 
tion, im thie inetance have a tenor of manipulating the outcome of elections, 


VEJA. Some PMDB deputies maintain that there was manipulation of the party's 
electoral will when a single slate was formed, with you as president, for forming 
the PMDB executive committee... 


Covas: There wasn't any manipulation, There was consensus among the most important 
forces that exist within the PMDB, Contrary to what is thought, Senators Franco 
Montoro and Orestes Quercia were not candidates to head the committee. There was 
also @ consensus among party rank and file: in 95 percent of the municipal conven- 
tions held recently, in over 400 cities in Sao Paulo, there was a single slate run- 
ning for of*lce, The PMDB executive committee, to be elected late in November, 
will hold office for only 1 year. 


aivt Mes Chance In Indirect Election 


VEJA: Governor Paulo Maluf is preparing his candidacy for presidency of the re- 
public. Do you think he has a chance? 


Covas it depends. The regime, as it does not want to leave overall power open to 
competition, surrounds itself with mechanisms by which it maintains tight contro! 
of the positions it does not want to give up. The presidency of the republic, 
naturally, is the most important of such positions. Until and including General 
Figueiredo, the choice of president was made within four walls or, at the most, by 
consulting the militery commandants. Now, without the selection process eiuding 
their grasp, the promoters of political liberalization appear ready to allow faith- 
ful allies of the regime to participate in it. Thus, Governor Maluf may have a 
chance, Tf the next president of the republic is, however, chosen by popular vote, 
there will not be the slightest chance of the governor's candidacy being launched. 


VEJA. The decree expelling Father Vito Miracapillo was considered arbitrary by the 
opposition, but was upheld by the Statute on Foreigners. Do you agree that the 
government complied with the Law? 


Covas: The government's action is arbitrary an undemocratic precisely because it 

wos permitted by a law that is antidemocratic and was repudiated by the entire na- 

tion. The law itself was approved in Congress by an antid.mocratic artifice, that 
o. withdérawing the majority party from the plenary session, Episodes such as that 
. Father Vito emphasize even more the nation's need to become fully reconciled 

to democracy.

GOVERNMENT ECONOMIC POLICY GALLED CRISIS OF CONTRADICTIONS

|Text|) Srazil is a completely viable nation in the mediwe anc long run. But the 
day-to-day conduct of its economic policy is creating a serious net of contradictions 
thet threaten to drown us while in sight of lend. The central point of thie confu- 
sion ts the erroneous elevation of the inflation problem to being the paramount issue 
in the nation's economy--and the source of most of the blunders generated by govern- 
ment action in thie field is the disjointed series of measures adopted to deal with 
riaing prices. 


One need only note some consequences of such measures to prove the veracity of what 
i say. Credit restriction, provoked by the decision to keep the volume of loans by 
the financial system only 465 percent above the total of last year--when the rate of 
inflation ts already over 90 percent and production is increasing at about 7 percent 
--wdoubtedly represents a credit deflation very similar to what the International 
Monetary Fund insists upon imposing on nations, forcing them into crises of reces- 


sion and unemployment. 





Meanwhile, preestablishing monetary correc.ivn at 45 percent for 1980 discouraged 
savings--which tumbled from a level of 19 percent of PIB [Gross Domestic Product ] 
in 1973 to 14 percent this year--and provoked a rush to buy mercnandise and real 
estate. Repercussions so disastrous that the government itself announced last week 
ite intention not to repeat the error next year, although this does not undo the 
harm already done. The nation's productive capacity is thus strained by an unex- 
pected and atypical demand. There is the case--one among many--of the blankbook 
industry which, accustomed to a seasonal lull between April and August, continued 
operating at full capacity this year even during that period. But there is not 
enough credit to finance production, @ process that obviously feeds and stimulates 
higher prices. 


But that is not all, This contradiction prevails even in relation to sectors the 
government intends to favor, whose activities are explicitly given priority classi- 
fication. in the farming and livestock sector, for example, credit policy forced 
the Bank of Brazil agency in @ city such as Corumba, basic center of the Mato Grosso 
Pantanal | lowlands], to finish the month of September with 30 percent less lending 
than it had on 31 December 1979, Today, according to the reliable report of rural 








leaders, 4 heifer of breeding age is worth more dead, in cold storage, than alive, 
Nor te thie the firet time that has happened: 4 years ago, @ similar situation 
forced the slaughter of 10 million heifers, with significant loses to the cattle herd 
and consequent tnerease in the price of meat due to scarcity, 


Other abeurdittes can also be observed in regard to farming and livestock, There 

ie the cage of rateing interest rates on agricultural loans “to relieve the Treasury 
of the burden of subsidies” and thus eliminate the deficit in this area. But loans 
for investments, at a cost of 38 percent per year, continue to be subsidized (market 
rates are higher) and operating credit which, because it can be provided by demand 
deposits, does not need subsidies, also became more expensive--a situation that 
forced many farmers to refrain from borrowing. 


The fact ite that the importance given by the government to fighting inflation was 
steatly exaggerated~--and the worst of it is that such exaggeration did not result in 
a real reduction of inflation. 1 believe the time has come to have the courage to 
eay that inflation is not the number-one problem of the Brazilian economy, and that 
to fight it amounts to chasing 4 shadow without ever being able to catch it, with 
inevitable stress and strain on responsible authorities, I repeat here the same 
questions | have been raising for some months, What difference did it make to Brazil 
to have an inflation less than 41 percent in 1976 and more than 77 percent in 19797 
More than that, what difference did that make to Brazilians? No difference, I re- 
ply, in all confidence, 


Mainly after adoption of the wage policy of semiannual adjustments, based on the 
real increase in the cost of living (if monetary correction were properly applied), 
che major impact of inflation in the real world is being neutralized, which cannot 
alwaye be perceived merely by financial accounting. Credit deflation, however, is 
inevitably recessionary. Although one may try to deny it, it broadly affects pro- 
duction. 


io tact, the number-one priority for Brazil is to escape the drain forced upon it by 
the meed to import petroleum, And, to reach that goal, to increase agricultural 
production, thus increasing the supply of foodstuffe and hence exports. To assure 
social peace through full employment, it is indispensable that private initiative 
be made to feel strong and, above all, secure. 


The motivetion and security of this powerful, irreplaceable engine of progress and 
well-being that is private initiative requires economic policy to become clear in 
the eves of entrepreneurs. And this will not occur as long as the current contra- 
dictions persist. 1 am certain that, in pointing out these contradictions, the 
reseponelble opposition is rendering a relevant service to the nation and to the 


president of the republic.

UNTVERSILTY STUDENTS STAGE STRIKE

{Text| Santiago, Chile, 21 Nov (AFP)--Openly rebelling against the interventionistic 
measures of the military government, hundreds of students of the College of 
Philosopiy of the Ciilean National University, the largest of the country, today 
staged a atrike which could spread to other colleges. 


The spark which has fired the conflict is the presence of an administrative 
coordinating board which, according to the students, is made up of government 
intelligence officials. 


The 8 Chilean universities have been under intervention for 7 years, that is, 
since Gen Augusto Pinochet's regime ousted the civilian government headed by the 
late soctaliat President Salvador Allende. 


Gen Agustin Toro Davila, rector-delegate of the Chilean National University, 
yesterday visited the Macul campus, east of Santiago, where incidents have been 
taking place between students and members of the coordinating board. 


“Those who are trying to create an atmosphere of agitation at the Macul campus 
are only 100 or 150 against the total of 10,000 students,” General Toro Davila 
said shortly before the atrike started. 


When the entire College of Philosophy went on strike today, government agents 
were notified that a bomb had been placed in the house of Mario Ciudad Vasquez, 
dean of humanities of the National University.

\ccordtng to rumors heard here today, if the trouble at the philosophy college 
spreads out to other colleges it is quite possible that the university auchorities 
will close down Macul campus with only 6 weeks to go before the end of the 
academic year, 


the intluential daily EL MERCURIO today devoted its main editorial to these 
incidents in which it saw political implications and the hand of center and left- 
wing sectors which oppose General Pinochet's government. 


liowever, the dean of the Chilean press also mentioned indirectly the punishment 
of various students ordered by the university authorities and expressed some 
doubts about the suitability of these measures.

CLASHES WITH SANDINISTS ON NORTHERN BORDER CONTINUE 
Health Mission Recounts Experiences 
San Jose LA REPUBLICA in Spanish 7 Nov 80 p 10 


/Text? While the Rural Health Program is paralyzed in the north, local residents 
ere suffering from collective psychosis as a result of frequent threats accompanied 
by machinegun fire by the Sandinist Guard of Nicaragua. 


Minister of Public Security Carlos Arguedas yesterday compiled the written reports 
on the border incidents, and at the same time announced that the Rural Guard will 
provide better protection for residents at the @outh of the Sarapiqui River and the 
right bank of the San Juan River. 


The Sandinist ¢ rrison has violated national sovereignty four times. 

The most recent incident was last Tuesday, when eight officials of the Ministry of 
Public Health were attacked with machineguns as they traveled along the Sarapiqui 
River in two barges. 

Minister of Health Carmelo Calvosa expressed his concern over the frequent incidents, 
and decided to send a group headed by his administrative director, Eduardo Carrillo, 
to make an investigation of the accusations. 


“We have already had three shooting attacks against the barges that provide health 
services to the region,’ stated Carrillo. 


"In view of this situation, and not wanting to offend anyone, Dr Calvosa has requested 
a thorough investigation,” he seid. 


“We carried out such an investigation, taking statements at the Puerto Viejo health 
center. We decided there was an urgent need to go to the health center located in 
Fatima as a result of our findings." 

Sandinist Atteck 


Carrillo went on with his story in the presence of Ministers Arguedas and Calvose, 
and other officials. 


He said that at the mouth of the Sarapiqui "we were traveling in two barge~ vhen 
the Sandinist attack took place." 
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Dr Maria Soledad Calderon, director of the Puerto Viejo health center, Carrillo and 
another official named Fernini "were traveling in the front barge. Behind us were 
our other companions. 


"We came through the Serapiqui to get to the San Juan River. We came within 10 meters 
of the Coste Rican border, and when we went by the Sandinist Guard post, without 
any warning to halt or any kind of notice, they began to fire at the barge," added 
Carrillo, 


Carrillo, nervous but with some experience, gathered his courage and observed 
that the bullets were hitting very close to the barge, in the water. "I realized 
they were firing at the propeller of the engine, to stop it... 


"In view of the situation, calcwlating that there were some 150 meters between the 
post and the launch, we decided to hide in the bottom of the boet.” 


Carrillo showed a wound on his forehead, which he received when he hit the edge of 
the barge as he tried to protect Dr Soledad Calderon from bullets. 


Minister Arguedas, at a press conference in the afternoon, indicated that he hed 
received another complaint from the director of an educational center. 


The educator said that he suspended recreation for the Costa Rican children, who 
were afraid of being fired at, due to the constant firing from the Sandinist post 
{nto national territory. 


Furthermore, the Sandinists, according to witnesses, claim that the entire San Juan 
River belongs to them; they do not understand the provisions of the Canas-Jerez 
Treaty. 


Even the Nicareguan literacy campaign workers made it clear that absolutely all of 
the river was theirs, and in addition they could make incursions into Costa Rican 
territory as far as 2 kilometers. 


Residents stress that uniformed, rifle-bearing Sandinists heve gone as far as Puerto 
Viejo and nearby towns to make purchases. 


witnesses’ accounts indicated that the situation is worrisome. The priest of a 
Catholic church in Costa Rican territory suspended masses. “We have to ask permis- 
sion of the Sandinists.” 


“They just come in and make themselves at howe. I was very disturbed to see Costa 
Rican children who go to e Costa Rican school asking permission of the Sandinist 
guards," added Carrillo. 


“Ironically, they say they are jealous because we provide health services to a popu- 
lation that is almost 70 percent Niceraguan.” It was revealed that so far the Nic- 
araguans have been unable to provide totel coverage in their rural health programs. 











Another View 


The health officials announced that the rural health programs have been abandoned. 
"We have ebandoned vaccinations. This is very serious, especially since it is so 
important to prevent polio, malaria and other infectious and contagious direases,’ 
they commented. 


Dr Carmelo Calvosa remarked that the Fatima health center cannot be eliminated be- 
cause it is too important. 


Dr Marie Soleded Calderon indicated that there are a lot of problems with the Sen- 
dinists, and that it was necessary to have the help of Migration officials to back 
up the testimony. 


She claimed that officials of the National Electricity Service (SNE) and of the | 
National Antimalaria Program were also shot at. 


"I did not reach the health center because I was frightened. I was frankly scared; 


I stayed there and we had the clinic outdoors," stated Dr Calderon, referring to 
the incident that occurred on 24 October. 


"The orders come from Fort San Carlos, or Zone 6, as the ‘Nics' call it," added Dr 
Calderon. 


The Sandinists charge a toll of 7.00 colons for merchandise and 20.00 colons for 
Costa Ricans, 


One day there was a problem with some people who were going to Fatima; since they 
had no money, the'Nics" turned them back. 


The teachers are afraid to talk to their students about freedom and democracy.

Dr Calderon stated that the Sandinists "tell us they have a thirst to kill, that 
they still feel like killing and they will go on doing so.” 


Meanwhile, in San Jose, Minister Arguedas met with Ambassador Javier Chamorro to 
study the situation and seek a viable solution within the diplomatic framework. 


He announced that better protection will be provided for residents in that four rural 
guerds will be sent to the area. 


“The Canas-Jerez Treaty clearly states that only in the case of war must weapons be 
reported, but measures will never be taken against civilians." 


Arguedas expressed concern that Nicaraguan officials are unaware of the implications 
of the Canas-Jerez Treaty, which clearly provides for free transit along the San 
Juan River for both countries.

/Text? as Lf it were the most tragicomic consequence of our intervention in the armed 
conflict in Nicaragua, in which we went so far as to declare the entire border area 

a "no man's land” so that the Sandinists could spread out there, making it their

centers, with the most candid cooperation from our Public Forces, now we caMnot travel 
along the San Juan River without risking our lives. Nor can we travel through Coste 
Rican territory without the pereission of the Sandinist Guard.

There is s saying that says that he who serves the Devil must pay the consequences 
by having to get along with him. For reasons of basic coexistence, we do not want 
this to be the case with the Sandinists. Regardless of any political or ideological 
consideration or interpretation or diagnosis of what is presently happening in the 
Nicarague of the commanders, what has been happening on the northern border is

|Text| The S-week strike by teachers in the Dominican Republic revealed the 
intolerance existing in this Caribbean country which unleashed a furious repression 
against the strikers. The strike began on 5 November in support of 100 teachers 
diemiseed in July by order of the Education Ministry. Several leaders of the 
Dominican Teachers Association held a hunger strike in a Santo Domingo Catholic 
church last week, but they were brutally repressed by the police using tear gas 

and clubs. Twenty teachers and 4 priests, as well as some 100 persons, were also 
injured during the police attack. 


the Vominican teachers’ strike is not an isolated incident, but another expression 
of the displeasure of the Dominican Republic people and workers with the policies 
of President Antonio Guzman's regime which has been noted for its administrative 
defictencies, submission to U.S. imperialists and a growing repressive policy. 


in spice of hie electoral promises, since he came into power more than 2 years 
ago, Antonio Guzman has not solved any of the many problems affecting this 
Caribbean country. Hunger, misery, lack of medical attention, illiteracy and 
unemployment have become more acute during this period, while the regime insists 
in maintaining an economic model which has nothing in common with the people's 
interests. 


The domestic situation has become more acute as a result of police repression 
against protest demonstrations in the country. The foreign policy followed by 
Antonio Guzman's regime is likewise unpopular. It has repeatedly given evidence 
of its submission to the dictates -f the Washington government. 


In an article published last June, the Dominican newspaper EL SOL said that 
‘resident Guzman believes that his support lies in military power and police 
repression openly supported by the United States and coordinated by Robert Yost, 
its ambassador in the country. 


It is meaningful that the visits of high-ranking U.S. military officers have 
multiplied in recent months. Gen Robert Schweitzer, director of strategy, plans 
and policies of the U.S. Army, visited the country in January and met with 
President Antonio Guzman. Some weeks later the Dominican Republic was visited by 








Admiral Harry Train, chief of the U.S. Navy in the Atlantic and the Caribbean and 
more recently the country was visited by Lt General Nutting, chief of the U.S.

PAPER URGES END TO POLITICAL BICKERING

/text? As # result of what is happening in the Dominican Revolutionary Party (PRD), 
it ts very likely that the experiment in democracy here will come tumbling down, to 
give way to something no Dominican wants, since we have suffered so guch under dic- 
tatorships. 


The ferocious battle that has gone on for weeks between the president of the Chamber 
of Deputies and the president of the republic (which supposedly emerged when the 
Executive Branch vetoed a law ordering military honors for the president of Venezuele 
on his visit to Congress) is already arousing fear and enxiety among the people of 
the Dominican Republic. 


We say "supposedly" because we know that the tension between Decamps and Guzman 

dates back a long time, and has deep roots. It is simply a matter of dominance of 
the PRD. Dr Pena Gomez’ exhortations to calm down have been to no avail; equally 
futile have been the editorials appearing in nearly all the print and radio media. 


On top of all this, further aggravating the situation, the Senate (where the Refore- 
ist Party has ea majority) refused to approve loans for entities such as the Dominicen 
Electricity Corporation. According to the current administrator of that agency, 

the loan is urgently needed so that the country will have eiectrical energy for the 
rest of the year. Of course the Reformist Party is the opposition, and the current 
administration can expect no favors from it; but actually, it has approved several 
bills and loans of national interest. However, this delay, which adversely affects 
the efficient operation of the Dominiean Electricity Corporation, is a very serious 
matter. 


How far is this state of affairs going to go? Don't the legislators and presidential 
advisers realize that these confiicts (which give no indication of coming to an end) 
are doing great harm to the people? Don't they see that it is the most needy who 

are paying the consequences of all this? That the prices of basic necessities are 
going up every day without any response by Justice officials to the efforts of the 
Price Control Board to deal with speculators with the necessary vigor? What will 
become of a country where speculators, thieves who daily assault property and social 
order, are treated with surprising leniency, while the principal officials of the 
government and the highest leaders of the party in power tear each other apart over 
purely personal tssues? 











It is time to put a stop to this state of affairs. It is time for the institutions 
and leaders of this nation to put aside their ambitions and misunderstandings, for 
the people can see that all this can only lead to the destruction, the final disin- 


tegration of everything we have fought so hard for.

/T ext? The director of the Dominican Agrarian Institute (IAD) authorized his public 
relations spokesman to say at a press conference that a report published by EL CARIBE 
regarding the situation that official agency has caused in Constanze was “subversive.” 


According to the IAD spokesman, agronemer Eligio Jaquez feels that "the EL CARIBE 
report constitutes an incitement to violence.” 


In this country, that is a very serious accusation. Although certain officials of 
the current constitutional administration often meke such harsh remarks, we think 
the time has come to back them up with proof. Therefore, we call upon the IAD 
offictals to show what subversive act EL CARIBE has committed, and when and where 
violence was incited. 


EL CARIBE has simply reported on a very serious situation that was not going to be 
made to disappear by being ignored. Rather, the lack of enlightening publicity could 
aggravate the situation and lead to injustice or abuse. 


At any rate, we believe that the LAD officials must be informed of a few things 
thet need clearing up. 


EL CARIBE is not a subversive newspaper. On the contrary, it is a firm defender 

of our constitution, our laws and our institutions, particularly those which aust 
ensure citizens respect for their rights and the exercise of all the prerogatives 
that human beings should enjoy in a democratic society. For this reason, it con- 
cerns itself with the lot of peasants, both landholders and noniandholders. It 

also considers it legitimate to report on everything that happens to those human 

beings, whether or not this annoys the IAD. 


EL CARIBE is not an enemy of the government, either. That statement applies to the 
current administration, the one before it and any that may follow. EL CARIBE always 
gives due respect to public officials in its coverage of their activities, but it 
also deals with them with a critical spirit, born of the conviction that all exer- 
cise of power carries with it the duty to act responsibly. Those who hold public 
office are in all cases and at all times public servants, and they must constantly 
be held accountable to the public for their activities, whether they be good, bad

In line with this idea, since democracy was restored in this country EL CARIBE has

That EL CARIBE is a reliable newspaper is known by--among others--the main leaders 
of the government party. During the recent electoral campaign they publicly acknow- 
ledged the effort this paper made to report objectively and impartially on what 

the main party groups were doing and how the Dominican electorate felt. 


As could be expected, the representatives of officialdom at the time were not always 
pleased with EL CARIBE's attitude. But we are pleased to be able to go back over 
our files and note that the reports we gave our readers then were very close to 

the facts, and probably among the most impartial ones available. We believe that 
eur record has not changed since then. 


That behavior--which has been constant throughout the years--proves, now and then, 
that EL CARIBE is not the enemy of any government. But we are not surprised that 
our reporting of the truth has led the members of the press who kowtow @o the estab- 
lished order to call us an “opposition” paper, or that arrogant officials call us 
“subversive.”

Why hes the LAD insisted on forcefully occupying the El Yunque estate, without 
having paid for it, in open and flagrant violation of the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution of the Republic? 


Does the IAD know what legal statutes call those who knowingly disobey the constitu- 
tional provisions of a nation? 


who is here and now subverting principles that are clearly defined in the national! 
constitution? 


we are not looking for a fight. Nor are we interested, however, in being falsely 
accused--always a serious offense in our country--of being enemies of the government 
and “subversives.' Even so, if by publishing without favor or fear, as is our duty, 
what is happening here, we must endure such accusations, then we will do so with 
pleasure. If we must bear that cross, we will do eo with resignation, without shirk- 
ing our duty. 





They should not keep trying to intimidate EL CARIBE, That has never worked in the 
oaaty le will not work now. We do not fear that kind of rhetoric, which tries 

‘o cloak errore to the arrogance that a mistaken concept of power gives some people

On the other hand, we do sot want to preach. But in view of the fact that it is 
becoming « customary practice to accuse us of having ultertor motives when what we 
are trying to do ts comply, within our limited possibilities, with our social func- 
tlon of reporting truthfully and expressing our opinion without inhibitions, we 
hereby lesue « warning that we will not be swayed from our stand by accusations. 
Although such eccusations are terrible in this medium, they cannot be proven. 

Our readers know they are unfounded. That is enough for sow.

Any people who are not consulted under the standards of exercise of freedom are a 
humiliated people. 


/Basis for Dialog/ 


Therefore, the FSLN declaration of principles regarding its position on religion 
and churches constitutes the basis for a dialog with the Christian people. Only 
through such adfalog can a new channel or relations emerge to give our revolution 

a humane meaning and cimensions of its own to truly and positively differentiate it 
from the dogmatic rigidity of other /"revolutionary models"/ known thus far. 


However, not oniy itn the field of relations with the church but in other aspects of 
the soctal, political and economte Life must the political groups unhesitatingly 
define their principles, positions and concepts, as otherwise the people would not 
be able to participate "freely and as a deliberating body" in the process of cre- 
ating their own history. They would be always at the mercy of the groups and sys- 
tems that exercise violence over the defenseless majorities. 


/‘The Rights of Power/ 


"The rights of power cannot be understood except on the basis of respect for man's 
objective and inviolable rights.... 

"The common good, which is promoted by the authorities through the state, is met 
fully only when all citizens are assured of their rights." 


"The essential meaning of the state as a political community consists of the fact 
that society, and those who comprise it, the people, are /masters of their own fate."/ 
(John Paul II, Redemptor Hominis) 


At the time of justifying the right to insurrection in face of structures which 
did not guarantee the good and security of the citizens, we contended that "a 
revolution could never belong to the people if the people did not support it.”

However, the citizens’ backing does not mean a "mere instrumental participation" in 
favor of rigid and oppressive systems. It means the recovery of the sense of dignity 
and of the rights of a people as agents and creators of their history. If Chris- 
tians found in their faith "motivations to join the evolutionary struggle,” they 
certainly did not toin it simply because they wanted to overthrow a regime that 
opposed the people's rights but to restore the people's right to /"establish a

Let us then approach the duty to set up a new order based on man and the common good 
by focusing on religious motivations and responsibility, not on new "domination" 
models and ‘division into classes.’ A system is humane to the extent that it does 
not truncate the legitimate aspirations of the citizenry or allow destruction or 
injustice. 








We need to explain religious views not just so the dialog between the bishops and 
ranking civilian and military leaders can make headway but 80 the people will be- 
come aware of their own values and rights and so the people will not become a /"mere 
mage’ / that can be used as a tool. 


/We Are the Church/ 


fo act as a church member does not just mean being carried away by a vague religious 
sentiment or an individualiscic interpretation of the faith. It is to recognize 
that one is a member of an organic unit based on religious motivations of redemption 
and salvation. There can be no church without believing in the same beliefs and 
without having a motivation for those beliefse--that fallen, oppressed or humiliated 
mankind can be redressed. We are a Christian church because we believe and accept 
Christ as the one who revealed and estabished the ministering to man not just as 
concerns his longtug for control over the world and history but also his longing for 
eternai happiness. 


We believe in Christ and the renewing, dominant power of the spirit, not in depend- 
ence on “service to a plan" or "system" of power. Our faith calls not just for the 
individual's conversion, which restores an awareness of man's greatness, but also 


for this working to change the world. /To be a Christian doesn't mean seeking 
deathto gain glory and power over others./ It is to seek glory by working for man's 
redemption in the fullness of life. To seek truth and have more life in love, even 
love of one's enemies, are characteristics of those who believe in God.

[. /The Principles/ 


We are happy and encouraged at the fact that the FSLN communique clearly establishes 
the following principles regarding the FSLN's position toward religion and the 
churches: 


/Religious Freedom/ 


1. "Freedom to profess a religious faith is an inalienable right of individuals” 
and ‘the revolutionary government fully guarantees such right." This would suggest, 
{in turn, that the FSLN assumes the position of an armed force behind the government 
or that it will also guarantee such right as an ideological group. (FSLN Communique 
No 1). 


/No Discrimination or Privileges/ 


2. "No one can be discriminated against for publicly professing a faith or dis- 
geminating this religious belief," or for “not professing any religious faith" 
(Ibid No 1). Logically, this means that persons who "do not profess any faith" 
cannot be granted privileges over those who do profess one. It would seem to be 
consistent with this principle that neither the government nor the FSLN can take 
pride in being atheistic or allow ideological proselytizing work against religious 
beliefs to be done under the protection of its organic cadres. That would mean 
granting a privilege to the "faithless." 


/Faith Motivation and Evaluation/ 
}. The Christian faith, far from being in conflict with the need to make transform 


ations for the benefit of our people, makes it mandatory to analyze and evaluate 
the situations and structures that work against dignity and human rights. 


if faith ‘motivates’ it is because it has something that in itself is indispens- 
able to making man a conscious, free and responsible agent of his history. (Ibid 
page 2, 2d paragraph). 








/Juriadtetion of the Churches/ 


4, ‘he “interpretation of religious questions is the sole responsibility otf the 
various churches." Therefore, "no Sandinist militant, in his capacity as such, 
must express opinions on these interpretations."

/Opportune Lessons of the Past/ 


>, There are historical situations and socio-political structures under which well- 
known missionaries" and members of the church have placed themselves on the side of

in this regard, the minister pointed out that he was starkly aware of the paper's 
gratuitous desire to question the administrative honesty of the Revolutionary 
Goverament, to the extreme that the paper contended that "it is hard to tell what 
is doing well and what is doing badly because the people are not being given an 
account of things now.” 


Longine tor Somoza 


"To begin with, he indicated, “we would have to ask those who are asserting this 
whether the word 'now' that they use in the editorial reflects a longing for the 
immoral administrative system that Somoziem had in practice for a half century." 


With regard to the other assertion that “public spending has increased astonish- 
ingly, parallel only to the expansion of the state bureaucracy," the minister said 
public spending has undeniably and obviously increased astonishingly to the pride 
of the revolutionary process. 


Reactionaries Do Not Tire 


He stated that the growth in state expenditures is undeniable because for the

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FUNDS REQUIRED FOR SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH TECHNOLOGY PROGRAMS DISCUSSED

(Text] Seven hundred fifty million bolivares are needed to put the institutions 
and foundations intended to promote scientific and technological research in the 
various regions of the country into operation, according to Dr Raimundo Villegas, 
minister of state for sctence and technology. 


Minister Villegas said that this precisely is the main task to which his depart- 
ment is currently devoting itself, since obtaining this financing will permit the 
launching of the activities of the International Institute of Advanced Studies and 
the Engineering Insticute for Research and Technological Development. 


As to the foundations the ministry is sponsoring, one such, the advanced studies 
on which may be completed this week, is the Zulia Fundacite, a foundation for the 
scientific and technological development of the Zulia region. The process of 
establishing the Center-Western Fundacite to promote the development of that 
region in the country has also been begun. 


Minister Villegas commented that valuable help in this task is being provided by 
the National Council for Scientific and Technological Research (CONICIT), one of 
the bodies providing guidance for the foundation, which will be a kind of branch 
of that organization (CONICIT) in the province. He said thac this is “one of the 
most ambitious projects we have" and that “our hope is that when the 5-year 

period is over, we will have established a small organization, a foundation for 
the encouragement of science and technology in the interior of the country, in the 
various regional development corporations.” 


"It is our desire,” Dr Villegas said, “to make science a national activity, not 
an activity limited to the capital of the republic." 


On the sublect of the budget he said that the sum the ministry he heads has asked 
for this year is about 750 million bolivares, but that obviously this sum excludes 
the investment in ofl and environmental research, which comes within the budget 

of Venezuelan Petroleum, Inc. and the Ministry of Environment and Natural Resources. 


In another connection, the minister said that apart from the investments 
mentioned, the greatest interest is in substantial growth for the existing 








inactitutions, specifically the CONICIT and the Venezuelan Institute of Scientific 
Research (IVIC). 


He was also asked about the activities of the IVIC at present and he said: 


“It {8 working on basic research, applied research and postgraduate training.”

MILITARY LNSPECTOR GENERAL CREATED--The Defense Ministry has decided to set up a 
Standing Committee of Inspectors General of the Armed Forces, issuing a 
resolution to this effect. The committee will consist of the inspector general 
of the Armed Forces, who will chair it; the inspectors general of the four 
branches; the director of planning and research; and the head of the Planning 
and Assessment Division of the Inspectorship General of the Armed Forces. The 
committee was created in the offices of the inspector general of the Armed 

Forces at a ceremony at which Maj Gen Hector Rodriguez Ravelo outlined its 
functions, which can be summarized as follows: to draw up an inspection system 
for the Armed Forces; to determine the common areas covered by the inspection 
plan; to evaluate the functioning of the inspection system and to apply the 
necessary measures; to draw up the agenda for the Sixth Seminar of Inspectorships 
General, which will be held during the first week of December; to submit the 
report on the annual seminar to the Superior Armed Forces Board, and to establish 
the guidelines to be applied in drawing up the verification lists or inspection 
guide. Gen Rodriguez Ravelo stressed that one of the committee's most important 
objectives would be to determine the common overall areas covered by the Armed 
Forces inspection plan, such as education, morale and well-being, training, 
planning, participation in joint land, sea and air operations, logistics, drug 
problems and how to combat them. The committee will function as an advisory 
body to the Defense Ministry in connection with the programming, coordination 
and assessment of the joint operations and development plans of the Armed Forces.
